HISTORY OF DIAMOND MINING IN SOUT! 
AF RICA.—(Continued.) 

The chapter on “The Workers in the Mines” 
one of great general interest, describing the c:

The closing chapter, “An Uplifting Power,’’ is 
a remarkable presentation, from the Rhodes-De 
Beers point of view, of the influence of the great 
diamond fields on the development, progress and 
civilization of the Dark Continent. The opening 
of mines, the building of cities, the laying out of 
railroads, the conversion of an arid wilderness into 
a populous and progressive land of civilized insti 
tutions, the repression of bloody tribal warfare 
and the extension of the British control and in 
fluence far on toward the equator, and ultimately, 
in vision, “from the Cape to Cairo’’—all these 
have resulted largely from the Kimberley discov 
eries. The account is both impressive and inspir 
ing, and evidently contains a large amount of 
truth. Of the other and darker side nothing 
said. The Jameson raid is not mentioned, and 
the recent war is but slightly alluded to, save 
the account of the siege of Kimberley, in the a; 
pendix, and then only in its local incidents. 

The last section of the appendix gives a tabular 
statement of the yield of the mines, year by year, 
since the consolidation in 1888. This is a most 
remarkable body of statistics, well worthy of care 
ful examination. Up to the present time the pro 
duction has been more than $500,000,000 worth of 
uncut diamonds. 

DIAMANTIFEROUS DEPOSITS OF SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

The Morning Journal (London), for Nov. 29, 
1902, contains a very full and yet concise article 
on “The Phenomena of the Diamantiferous De 
posits of South Africa,” by E. F. Hemage, being 
the substance of a paper read before the Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgy. Like Gardner F 
Williams, in his more recently published volume, 
Mr. Hemage feels that no thoroughly satistactory 
theory has yet been reached, among the many 
that have been advanced for the origin of the 
diamonds found in the African “‘pipes.”” A_ brief 
sketch of the geology is given and the mode of 
occurrence is well outlined. The “pipes” he re 
gards as unquestionably filled from below, but not 
as volcanic, in the sense of any very high heat 
being indicated. The agents have been, first, 
gases and steam, with great pressure, and then 
heated water as a subsequent stege. This genera 
view, in various modifications, has been advanced, 
as against the volcanic theory by Dr. K. G. Athe 
stone (who identified the first African diamor 
in 1867); by Prof. Hudleston, in 1883; by Gard 
ner F. Williams, in 1886; by A. R. Sawyer, min 
ing inspector, in 1889, and by Sir William 
Crookes, in 1896 As to the source of the dia 
monds, Mr. Hemage is satisfied that they were 
not formed in the olue ground where they occur 
but he also objects to the view of De Launay 
and Bonney as to their coming from a molten 
magma at an enormous depth The differences 
in the diamonds of the several pipes would ind 
cate a closely similar and yet separate orgin far 
down in each of them. He finds little in the 
artificial processes of Moissan or Hannay to shed 
much light on the problem presented by the 
actual occurrence.

ARTIFICIAL DIAMONDS. 


In a lecture before the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences of Vienna, delivered on May 22, 1902, 
R. Von Hasslinger described a series of experi 
ments conducted by himself for the production 
f diamonds from carbon introduced into a com 
sition of fused silicates prepared so as to af 
proximate the chemical constitution of the rock at 
the Kimberley Mines. 

After reviewing briefly the views of H. Carvill 
Leurs as to the derivation of the diamonds in the 
Kimberlite rock from carbon taken up by the 
igneous material from the carbonaceous shales 
broken through in its ascent, and also the view 
f Cohen, that the carbon was an original con- 
stituent of the Kimberlite magma and had come 
up with it from below in the crystallized form, 
the author referred to the experiments of Mois- 
san in producing diamonds from carbon dissolved 
in melted iron at high pressures and temperatures, 
and to various notes and questions by other stu- 
ents in this line of research. 

He then proceeded to describe his own method, 
based upon experiments by Lisze, as to the solu- 
ility of carbon in melted silicates, from which 
t is separated as graphite, and by Friedlander, 
who apparently obtained microscopic diamonds 
by a like process. He also had in view a state- 
ment by Moroscevicz, that artificial minerals are 
in certain cases formed by the melting of silicates 
prepared to imitate the composition of natural 
magmas.

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Court Declares Greenwood and Chase 
Liable for Attorney’s Fees in Recent 
Patent Litigation. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 7 
in the litigation relative to the pin tongue 
joint which has brought George W. Dover 
and Thomas F. Greenwood before the 
courts more or less of late, dev eloped in the 
Sixth District Court last Thursday. The 
case was that of Washington R. Prescott 
against Thomas F. Greenwood et al. Mr. 
Prescott, who is an attorney, brought this 
action for unpaid professional services, 
which, he claimed, entitled him to the sum 
of $275, he having already received $100 
from .Mr. Greenwood, the latter being one 
of the firm of Greenwood & Chase, manu 
facturing jewelers. 

Mr. Prescott was retained by Mr. Green- 
wood as the latter’s counsel in the suits 
against Mr. Dover. Mr. Prescott claimed, 
however, that he was conducting the litiga- 
tion for the firm of Greenwood & Chase, 
rather than for Mr. Greenwood personally. 
This allegation Mr. Greenwood denied, as- 
serting that the pin tongue was his own in- 
vention and that the matter had to do with 
him alone, Mr. Chase having nothing to do 
with it except taking such interest in the 
matter as would be expected from a fellow 
partner. Mr. Chase, according to the testi- 
mony, had no direct interest in the outcome 
of the patent litigation. 

It appeared from the testimony, however, 
that Mr. Chase was present at conferences 
between Mr. Greenwood, Mr. Prescott and 
a patent attorney and the Court decided that

The Premier Diamond Mine 





i seems a little unfortunate that the best 

diamond mine hitherto discovered in 
the Transvaal should have been given the 
same name which Mr. Rhodes gave to the 
Wesselton mine, near Kimberley, some eight 
years ago. However, I suppose, in spite of 
any inconvenience which may arise, the 
name must remain. The introduction of the 
Diamond Ordinance in the Legislative 
Council has renewed interest in the Premier 
Mine, and a late number of The South 
African Mines gives an interesting account 
of its discovery and present position. 

There is some doubt as to the actual dis 
coverer of the mine. Diamonds were sus- 
pected some time before the war to occur 
on the farm, but the owner—a Mr. Prinsloo 
—closed his farm to prospectors. It is, 
however, stated that R. ( Barnard 


| Williams, through making friends with 


Prinsloo, obtained some opportunity of 
prospecting, and that he found the mine, 


| and further still, that there is an official 


record among the archives of the Mining 
Department of the discovery. At any rate, 
Mr. Williams has filed a claim to the dis- 
coverer’s rights. On the other hand, noth- 


| ing whatever was done to test the value of 


the discovery, if it was actually made, and 
in the latter half of last year Mr. Cullinan 
paid £55,000 for the farm—in the dark— 
for a syndicate, the principal holders in 
which were Messrs. Dale Lace, Bleloch, 


| Brayshaw, Mackie, Uiven, Jerome and 


Dundas Simpson. Messrs. Neumann & Co 
have since acquired an interest in the propo- 
sition. 

The mine is about 25 miles from Pretoria, 
and is in close proximity to Schullers, 


| Montrose, Pretoria district, and Bynestpoort 


mines. One of its remarkable features is 


| its great area, which has not as yet been 
| fully explored, but it is said that so far 


some 3,000 to 3,500 claims have been proved. 
The yellow ground is about 50 feet in 
depth, and it is estimated that this upper 
part of the mine will yield about 10,000,000 
of loads. Supposing that an average yield 
of one carat per load is obtained, with a 
value of 20s. per carat—and recent parcels 
have been valued as high as 27s. 6d.—it is 
claimed that an immense profit will be 
made, as the yellow ought not, it is said, 
to cost more than 2s. per load to mine and 
wash. 

Although there is a fair sprinkling of gar- 
nets, these minerals are not so plentiful as 
in other mines. Ilminite, or carbon, as it is 
popularly called, is distributed plentifully 
tnroughout the deposit, and olivine, zeolites 


| and other minerals characteristic of dia- 


mondiferous deposits are common. The 
presence of rounded pebbles has led some 


| to consider that this was an alluvial de- 


posit, but, on the other hand, the presence 
of undoubted blue below the yellow ground 
is held to disprove this; and, indeed, the 
geographical position of the deposit would 
alone render such a supposition improbable. 

The present depth of the workings is 25 
feet, and some 14 claims have been worked 
to this depth. A large amount of “reef” 
has been encountered, but a great deal of 
this seems to have been eliminated, and 


| the workings are beginning to assume a 


much more healthy appearance. An in- 
clined track leads up to the washing gear, 
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lich is situated about 100 yards from the 
ne. There are two 12-foot pans in use, 
nd another, 14 feet in diameter, is in course 
f construction. The sizing cylinders have 
mesh of one inch. A pulsator is also rap- 
dly nearing completion, which will reduce 
he number of sorters to about one-half.

Nerve force is transmitted from the brain 
to the muscles of the eye causing them to 
contract and relax in harmony with the will 
or with the requirement of the organ. 

Any indulgence or strain which affects 
the sympathic system of the eye saps the 
foundation of life. The depression which 
follows is the result of great waste of 
tissue from which recovery is very slow 

All kinds of debauching, such as abuse 
of the digestive organs, insufficient sleep, 
and especially eye strain, dissipates the nerv 
force with frightful rapidity, and if per- 
sisted in results in the “breaking down’”’ 
which is so common these days.

A General Survey of The Optical Business. 





(By Lionet Laurance, in the Watchmaker, Jew- 
eler and Silversmith.) 


(Continued from issue of Oct. 28.) 
HE lenses of the trial case, also, must be 
kept clean, so that it be not necessary to 
wipe each one before it can be inserted mto 
the trial frame. Time is wasted in the ex- 
amination as to whether a lens be clean or 
not, as well as in the actual cleaning of it. 
If a smudged lens be put in front of an eye 
it blurs the sight and must mislead the 
optician in his test. 

Cleanliness and order in the test-room 
are essentials which, enabling work to be 
done with exactitude and celerity, impress 
customers favorably. Every article should 
be in its place so that time be not lost in 
looking for it when needed. Moreover, 
everything should be kept bright and in 
proper condition for immediate use—even 
those things which may be only occasionally 
required. For instance, if one has an 
ophthalmometer or perimeter, which . are 
only used now and again, they are not of 
much use, if they be allowed to become 
dusty and rusty, when the occasion arises 
where they can with advantage be employed. 
Small articles are best kept under cover in 
drawers. 

The question of what stock is required in 
order that one may have a proper assort- 
ment is one that, did space permit, could 
well be discussed at great length, taking 
into consideration the variations arising 
from local and other conditions. Certainly 
very few mounted goods are needed, at 
most I should think one line of steel spec- 
tacles and one of steel eyeglasses with con- 
vex lenses, and both suitable for the re- 
quirements of presbyopes and to sell at a 
low figure. They may be needed by a pres- 
byopic customer who has mislaid his glasses 
and wants a pair for immediate use, or they 
may serve to loan to a customer while 
proper ones are being made. 

The optician’s main stock should consist 
of interchangeable lenses and _ frames. 
They should be calibred and interchange- 
able so that any lens in stock may be in- 
serted into that frame which is suitable for 
a customer. But all faces cannot be suited 
with similarly sized eyes; two or three sizes 
should be kept. The majority of people are 
suitably fitted up with what is commonly 
known as the number 1 eye, so that the 
chief part of the stock should be of that 
size, but for many men the 1 eye is too 
small. This is generally the case where the 
interpupillary distance is 2% inches or 
over; and for some women and for children 
it is too large, say when the interpupillary 








distance is 2% inches or under. For the 


former the 0 eye is required, for the latter 
2 eye and in some cases of children’s spec- 
tacles, and of those needed for presbyopia, 
the number 3 eye is the best size. 

Again some very big men need 00 eye. 
These, however, are exceptional sizes, and 
it would not be advisable to stock them 
under ordinary circumstances; but 0 and 
2 eye are often required, and at least a few 
frames should be kept in these sizs in addi- 
tion to the principal assortment of number 
l eye goods. The tendency at present is to 
use larger sized eyes than formerly. 

Lenses should be of the best quality only 
and properly centered; decentered and 
faulty lenses, as they are likely to be if of 
low price, should be carefully avoided; the 
difference in cost between the first and sec- 
ond quality is so small as to be hardly ap- 
preciable in the cost of a pair of spectacles, 
but the difference in reputation produced 
by them is often large. Frames should be 
of good quality, but here there is greater 
difference in cost and less in effect than is 
the case with lenses. 

A cheap one may optically be as good as 
the best, but not always, since a good Eng- 
lish spectacle frame can be depended on to 
keep rigid and maintain the lenses in the 
position they ought to occupy. Gold-filled 
frames being now so much in vogue, there 
is too great a tendency to cheapen them, 
so that many have neither wearing quali- 
ties nor rigidity; indeed, of them 
bend as freely as if made of pure lead. 
Such must be unsatisfactory in use, and the 
wise optician will avoid them.

Cases ought always to be named, and of 
at least a decent quality, good appearance, 
finish, and lightness being more important 
than extreme durability. A not 
wanted to outlive the spectacle or eyeglass 
it is intended to carry. As there are many 
forms of pince-nez so there must be also 
different forms of cases for them; the case 
made for a Canadian will not do for the off- 
set clip or astigmatic bar. 
need be of two or three different lengths to 
suit the varying lengths of spectacles. It 
is a nuisance if the frame goes so deeply 
into a case that a pair of pliers, or vigorous 
tapping, is required before it can be fished 
out, and it is equally annoying if the sides 
of the spectacle projects so much that the 
mouth of the case cannot be closed. 

Regarding stock, variety of style and of 
size is essential, but the needed variety is 
not necessarily obtained from quantity, but 
rather it depends on judicious selection. 
One might have a thousand gross of spec- 
tacle frames which, being all of the same 
size, could only suit one particular face, as 
regards dimensions; a dozen frames, each 
one of different dimensions, would be 
twelve times as effective in regard to possi- 
bility of suiting a customer. Briefly, it may 
be said that, as regards fitting customers’ 
faces, it is essential that the dimensions of 
the height of bridge, interpupillary distance 
and projection of spectacles should vary; 
with eyeglasses it is necessary that the 
styles should be different, and both should 
be assorted in size of eye. 

It is always cheaper for work to be done 
by those best able to do-it. Thus, it does 
not pay the ordinary retail optician to try 
to do his own jobbing, especially as regards 
lens work. If an optician takes half an

Su 
verification is advisable, for, no matter how 
careful a wholesale house may be, mistak 
must occasionally creep in and retailers 
should make due allowance for them 
Fixed prices in retail optical work seem 
to me almost impossible, since the opticiar 
must try to meet the financial condition of 
his poorer customers, while giving them 
what they do really require in lenses, al 
though naturally there is some elasticity in 
the value of the frame. Prices should not 
be exorbitant, but they may reasonably b 
high enough to give a fair return com 
mensurate with the time expended on test 
ing a case, the knowledge required and th 
stock necessary to supply the needs of a 
customer. Cutting prices in order to con 
pete with another optician is an injudiciou n 
business method.

A complete record ought to be kept of 
every case, for not only do many cases re 


quire more than one test, but the record is ) 
invaluable when a customer needs a replica aC 
of glasses previously supplied. The record ‘ 
should contain results of the var ous tests 

made, the selected lenses finally given, par- u

This aids considerably the development sh 
of an optical business, for people like t 
come where they know that 
concerning their sight is recorded, and the 
time occupied in the testing is thereby, 
a,certain extent, cut short.

To overcome the inconveniences arising 
from these seismic disturbances as much as 
possible, the Japanese scientists have erected 
hard by their pendulum clocks in the Ob- 
servatory at Tokio, an instrument which 
they call a self-recording earthquake meter, 
with an independent motion. So long as 
the pencil carried upon the arm of the 
meter draws a uniform line, that is an un- 
disturbed line, the pendulum clock is con- 
sidered a standard time measurer for their 
calculations.

Seme Remarks About Clocks. 
LOCKS claim quite a large part of the 
attention of the watchmaker as a re- 
pairer of clocks and, in order to be able 
to handle this part of the business effect- 
ively and intelligently, a large amount of 
information is necessary. Clocks are known 
as English, French, German and American. 
The development of the quality and kind 
of clocks has occupied considerable time 
and study, both from a commercial and 
scientific standpoint. 

Now, while the retail jeweler and _ his 
watch jobber need all that information 
about clocks, interested motives lead to the 
consideration of what most profitable, 
and here one must bring the consideration of 
the American clocks to the front and leave 
all others for a later attack. 

The low-priced American clocks are dis- 
tinct from all others and are original and 
most practical in their construction. They 
are made in large quantities by machinery 
built on the most economic principles. Be- 
ing very cheap, tolerably good looking and 
fair timekeepers, they are exceedingly popu- 
lar and, like American watches, are to be 
had for such a small price that they are to 
be found in almost every household. 

The older styles were encased in oblong 
square cases, and ran by cords and weights 
and later on by springs without barrels, the 
outer ends of which were attached to one 
of the pillars of the frame in the same way 


is 


as in the earlier German watches. The 
great objection to these earlier striking 
clocks, as most of them were, was the 


buzzing noise made by the fly, when the 
clock was striking, which defect still exists 
in a few of the later productions. This de- 
fect may be radically cured by widening the 
pivot holes’ of the fly pinion and then 
plugging them with hard-rubber brass-lined

Hard rubber has the property of not con 


ducting, but deadening sound. The staffs 
of the pinions, etc., are not tapering, but 
perfectly straight, and the collets are 


driven on by a special tool. It sometimes 
happens that one of these collets is Icose 
01 the arbor, as will be discovered when we 
examine them, and in such a case a little 
soft solder is the only remedy. The ap- 
prentice clock repairer ought to be specially 
instructed on this point,as such an evil is 
often very annoying and easily overlooked. 
Of course, none of the better and higher- 
priced clocks are ever allowed to leave the 
factory with such a glaring defect, but it 
is well to know that such detects do exist. 

As clock repairing of the cheaper kind 
has to be done often for a small price by 
cheap labor, no point ought to be over- 
looked which contributes to instruct the 
operator to do his job expeditiously and sat 
isfactorily. We cannot the latter 
point too strongly on the jeweler and watch 
repairer of the smaller towns, reminding 
him how many a customer may be secured 
by getting his good will and doing a small 
job promptly and well. Nothing is more 
helpful than to study the points to 
compassed in doing any operation 
mechanical character, and 
be pleased, when any of our 
needs information on clock repairing, if he 
will come boldly forward with his question, 
to which we will endeavor to reply promptly 
and amply. 

To adjust the striking works of a cheap 
American clock is not a difficult job for 
any one who has any mechanical knowledge, 
though the operation is not easy to describe 
on paper in a manner which may be easily 
understood by those uninitiated in horol- 
ogy. After removing the hands and dial 
of a clock, the movement is now open to in- 
spection and in a very prominent position 
on the left will be found a wheel having 
saw-like teeth all round its edge, and also 
in addition some deep notches, cut at ir- 
regular intervals, in one of which will be 
found the flattened end of a bent, hook 
shaped iron wire.

Put on the minute hand temporarily, and 
turn it round to make the clock strike. The 
hooked iron is lifted out of the deep notch 
and, when the clock strikes, falls into the 
next space, which, if shallow, allows the fly 
of the striking train to continue to revolve, 
and the clock to continue to strike until the 
hooked wire falls into a deep notch. Then 
the clock should cease striking, a tail of the 
hooked wire stopping the fly. All that has 
to be done is simply to adjust this hooked 
wire, so that its tail properly stops the fly 
when its point is in any one of the deep 
notches. For this purpose it is only neces- 
sary to bend it, and a very little bending will 
suffice. 

As to how much it should be bent, that 
question must be left entirely to individual 
judgment, but by continually testing the 
striking it will soon get correct. The wire 
will stand any amount. of bending and a 
little practice will show the direction in 
which it should go. Each case is simply

Question No. 617.—Uniform Engrav- 
ing.—Kindly tell me how to put the same 
engraving on the handles of a dozen spoons. 
1 have tried to trace them all the same, but 
cannot do it. Is there not some way by 
which expert engravers do this work? 

G. L. M. 

ANSWER :—After engraving the first initial 
on one of the spoons, rub some wax made 
of three parts of beeswax, three parts tallow, 
one part Canada balsam and one part olive 
oil into the engraving. Then clean off the 
surplus, and after moistening a piece of 
writing paper, by drawing it over the 
tongue, apply it to the engraved surface and 
press it down evenly. Over this place a dry 
piece of paper, and holding both down with 
the forefinger and thumb of the left hand, 
go over the entire surface with a steel or 
bone burnisher. This will press the damp- 
ened paper into the engraving and a clear 
impression will be the result if due care is 
taken. This paper should be carefully re- 
moved from the engraving and applied in a 
similar position on each of the other arti- 
cles, and if carefully rubbed with the finger, 
a clear impression will be made. If care be 
taken with the impression paper it can be 
used for two or more dozen pieces.

ANSWER :—The following preparation will 
be found very useful for your purpose, and 
should be kept in a long stoppered bottle for 
future use: Nitric acid, two ounces; water, 
four drachms; muriatic acid, one scruple. 
File the article to be tested and apply a 
drop or two of the acid with the long stop 
per. If it does not have any effect upon the 
metal you may be reasonably sure that it is 
gold, but if the acid “boils” up green you 
may be sure that the article is composed of 
base metal, or that the gold is of a very in 
ferior character. 

Question No, 621.—Gun Metal Finish.

It is then 
thinly and smoothly painted over with bal 
sam of sulphur, after which it is gradually 
heated in a furnace or ‘muffle. The coating 
must be sufficiently thin to prevent flowing 
or concentration of balsim, which otherwise 
would provoke stains. The articles, more 
over, should not be touched by the flame.”
